HOME OF THE ROCKETS 


SAN DIEGO INTERNATIONAL SPORTS ARENA 


The $6.5 million San Diego International Sports Arena is the ‘‘Home 
of the Rockets."’ 


The multi-purpose indoor facility, opened Nov. 17, 1966, was the 
first sports arena or stadium to be constructed through private enter- 
prise since Walter O'Malley built Dodger Stadium, Los Angeles, in 1962. 


It is located on 38 acres of property in the Midway-Frontier area 
of Pt. Loma, a plush residential section of San Diego. 


The property was obtained on a 50-year lease from the City of San 
Diego with five acres provided for the building and the surrounding 33 
acres for parking of more than 4,000 cars. 


The Arean has a seating capacity of 13,600 for hockey, 14,000 for 
basketball and 16,000 for special events. 


Each seat is an individual, fully-upholstered, theater-type chair. 


The building is completely air conditioned by three giant fans 
which enable a fresh change-over of air every 20 minutes. 


Dressing room facilities are the most modern in America with indi- 
vidual lockers in separate team rooms, special quarters for officials and 
a sauna bath. 


Concession stands and four cocktail lounges — each decorated in 
a particular sports theme — are operated by Servomation Corp. 


Les Land is Arena Manager and Joe Hohe is Operations Director.

ROCKET LEADERS 


ROBERT BREITBARD 
President 


Robert Breitbard has been and continues 
to be San Diego's leading sportsman. 


It all started more than two decades 
ago when he joined his brothers to form 
the Breitbard Athletic Foundation, a non- 
profit organization to encourage partici- 
pation by youngsters in athletics and phys- 
ical education. 


Breitbard'’s greatest contribution to the 
local sports scene came in 1966 with the 
arrival of a Western Hockey League fran- 
chise, the San Diego Gulls, the most suc- 
cessful box office performer outside the 
six established National Hockey League 
teams. 


His plans for making San Diego a major 
league city were fulfilled in 1967 when 
the National Basketball Association grant- 
ed San Diego a franchise. 


Breitbard serves as President of the 
Gulls, Rockets and San Diego Sports En- 
terprises, operators of the Sports Arena. 


A former grid star at San Diego Hoover 
High and San Diego State, Breitbard re- 
turned to both alma maters to serve as 
football coach. 


He and his wife, Lillian, are the par- 
ents of two daughters, Denise and Gayle. 
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PETE NEWELL 
General Manager 


Pete Newell joined the Rocket staff just 
prior to the opening of the 1968-69 sea- 
son after a highly successful career in 
college athletics as a player, coach and 
athletic directeor. 

A native Canadian, born August 31, 
1915, in Vancouver, the 53-year-old New- 
ell started his college basketball career 
as a player for Loyola University. 

Newell spent his first four collegiate 
coaching years at the University of San 
Francisco, 1947-50. His USF teams won 
70 and lost 36 including a 25-5 record 
in 1949. 

In 1951 Newell went to Michigan State 
and set the Spartans on firm footing the 
four years he was there, winning 45 and 
losing 42. 

In 1955 he went to California, and his 
six California teams won 119 and lost 
44, The highlight of his California coach- 
ing career was the 1959 NCAA champion- 
ship, and only slightly less, his 1960 
team's 28-2 record and second place in 
the NCAA championship. 

Undoubtedly the highlight of his total 
coaching career was his appointment as 
head coach of the 1960 United States 
Olympic Team, and the gold medal won 
by that team which went undefeated in 


Olympic play. 
The Newell family consists of wife 
Florence and four sons, Peter, Tommy, 


Roger, and Greg. 


HEAD COACH 


JACK McMAHON 


Jack McMahon begins his third season as head coach of the San Rockets and 
ninth as a professional basketball mentor. Eight of those nine seasons have been 
spent in the NBA, giving the 40-year-old McMahon clear title as the dean of present 
day NBA coaches. 


Last season, in the Rockets’ sophomore term in the NBA, McMahon guided the 
San Diego club to a 37-45 season record, placing fourth in the Western Division and 
gaining a spot in the playoffs. Their win record was 22 more wins over the previous 
yeor’s 15-67 mark, the greatest improvement of any team in the NBA. 

The offensive minded Rockets scored 9,456 points over the 82 games to place 
first in the West in that statistic and third in the league behind Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. In league rebounds statistics the Rockets were second with 5,026 grabs. 


During his seven years as head coach in the NBA, four of them with Cincinnati and 
one with the old Chicago Zephyrs, McMahon has compiled a 251-272 record. Counting 
his first season as head coach, with the Kansas City steers of the now defunct American 
Basketball League, McMahon has a 309-300 lifetime coaching mark. 

His best season came in his first year as an NBA headman in 1963-64 when he 
led the Cincinnati Royals to a 55-25 record and second place in the standings. The 
record still stands as the Royals’ best in their history. 


McMahon went into coaching after a successful playing career that included All- 
American at St. John's University of Brooklyn and eight years in the NBA. 

A No. 1 draft choice of the Rochester Royals following his college career, McMahon 
played three full seasons there then went to St. Lovis in the middle of the 1955-56 
season. He helped spark the 1957-58 Hawks to the NBA title, the only team to defeat 
the Boston Celtics in a nine-year span. The Hawks won the Western Division flag 
four straight years with Jack as a backcourt starter. 

Jack and his wife, Kathleen, make their home in San Diego, just blocks away 
from the Sports Arena. They have three children; Jack, Jr. 17; Katherine, 10; and 
Brian, 6.

A second year pro with the San Diego Rockets, Rick Adelman proved to be a 
genuine find in his rookie season in the NBA. The No. 7 draft choice of the Rockets 
broke into the starting lineup towards the end of the season and was a mainstay 
during the playoffs, averaging 31 minutes over the six games and scoring at an 11.7 
clip. In regular season play, the former Loyola University star played in 77 gomes 
and averaged 6.3 points, picking up 238 assists. 

A native of Southern California, Adelman graduated from Pius X High School 
in Downey, California, where he was named to the all-league and all-CIF team. 

At Loyola, under Coach John Arndt, Adelman compiled a three-year college 
average of 16.6 points over 76 games. Playing in the tough West Coast Athletic Con- 
ference, he was an all-league performer two years and as a senior was the WCAC's 
most valuable player in 1968, gaining all-Coast recognition. Adelman averaged 21.0 
points in his final college season. 

The 23-year-old bachelor lists golf and pool as his hobbies; lan Flemming and 
Ernest Hemingway as his favorite authors; and Sandy Koufax and Jerry West as his 
sports idols, 

Adelman has a degree in history and is currently taking courses during the off- 
season to obtain a teaching credential and masters degree with teaching and coaching 
as his future aim. His biggest sports thrill as a collegian was being named to the 
Olympic trials. 

Adelman was recently engaged and plans to marry in May, 1970.

One of four remaining members of the original San Diego Rockets expansion 
draft in 1967, Jim Barnett begins his fourth season in the NBA and third with the 
Rockets. 

Barnett was born, July 7, 1945, in Greenville, South Carolina, and moved to 
Riverside, California, as a youth. 

An AIl-CIF performer as a prep, the 6-4 playmaker was an All-American while 
at the University of Oregon where he averaged 17.8 points during his college career. 
During his senior year, he compiled ao 20.9 average, and was selected to play with 
the U.S. team which toured Europe. 

Known as “Crazy Horse" or ‘Roadrunner because of his relentless hustle, Barnett 
was the No. 1 draft choice of the Boston Celtics in 1966. He was used sparingly as a 
rookie, playing only 383 minutes and averaging 4.1 points over 48 games. 

Jim won a starting job with the Rockets in their first year but a knee injury side- 
lined him for more than two months. He played 1,068 minutes during 1967-68 and 
averaged 9.4 points, 

Last season, Barnett averaged 29 minutes playing time over 80 games and compiled 
a 14.6 season scoring average. He set a single game career high of 36 points against 
Baltimore, Nov. 20, and also had a pair of 31-point performances. 

Barnett and wife, Sandy, reside in nearby La Mesa. He is an insurance sales- 
man during the off-season,

A starter in the San Diego Rockets frontcourt the past two seasons, John Block 
begins his third year with the San Diego entry and fourth in the NBA. 

The 6-10 forward, who may also be called upon to spell Elvin Hayes at center 
this season, was a second round draft pick of the Los Angeles Lakers in 1966 after 
an outstanding career at Southern California. 

As a reserve with the Lakers, Block appeared in 22 games during the 1966-67 
season and listed only 118 minutes of action. He was selected by the Rockets in the 
1967 expansion draft and is one of four Rockets remaining from that draft. 

He was an all-CIF performer and shared team MYP honors with Gary Sutherland 
while at Glendale High, 

After a semester at Glendale JC, Block transferred to USC where he was a starter 
all three years and gained All-American mention. He holds ten records at USC including 
highest scoring average (25.2) and set a conference scoring mark of 27.5 which 
still stands. 

In his first season with San Diego, Block was the team’s top scorer (20.2) and 
rebounder (571) through the first 52 games, but a fractured right hand cut short 
his season, 

Last season, Block was instrumental in the Rocket's gaining the playoffs, finishing 
with a 15.3 average. During the post-season contests, Block averaged 12.4 points 
in the first five games but suffered a broken right wrist in the fifth game and again 
was side-lined, 

During the past summer, Block worked with church youth groups and conducted 
a basketball camp in Canada. He also “worked on my marriage." Block married the 
former Margie Papke, on May 17, 1969.

“E" may be fifth in the alphabet but the Big E is first in the NBA when scoring 
is concerned. 

Elvin Hayes, the San Diego Rockets’ No. 1 draft choice of 1968 proved that he 
could play with the best in basketball during his rookie season last year as the 
three-time All-American from the University of Houston paced the league in scoring 
with a 28.4 average. 

This was the first time a rookie had accomplished the feat since Wilt Chamberlain 
did it in 1960, 

Hayes also proved to be the Iron Many of the NBA, averaging 45 minutes a game, 
and was fourth in rebounds with 1,406 grabs for a 17.1 average. 

The native of Rayville, Lovisiana, was a four-sport star as a prep, as a tight end- 
linebacker in football, a first baseman in baseball and a high jumper in track besides 
gaining All-American recognition as a cager. 

He obtained instant success with the Houston Cougars, leading them to a pair of 
season-end NCAA tournaments and No. 1 ranking in the wire service pools in 1968. 
Among his collegiate achievements was a 39-point effort against Lew Alcindor and 
the UCLA Bruins in January, 1968, before the largest crowd to see a_ basketball 
game — 52,693 in the Astrodome. The Cougars broke the Bruins 47-game streak with 
a 71-69 win and clinched Player of the Year honors for the Mighty Big E. 

As a sophomore he averaged 27.2 points, followed that with a 28.4 average as 
a junior and culminated his career with a brilliant 36.8 average os a senior. 

As an NBA rookie, Hayes was an All-Star Game selection as a starter for the 
Western Division team and made the NBA all-Rookie five.

A charter member of the San Diego Rockets, Don Kojis was selected in the 1967 
expansion draft and is one of four players remaining from that original group, The 
senior Rocket (no other teammate has more than three yeors professional experience) 
begins his seventh year in the NBA and third with the San Diego club. 

After a brilliant college career at Marquette University where he set a season 
scoring record of 22.0 points a game, Don was drafted No. 2 by the Chicago Packers 
(now the Baltimore Bullets) in the 1961 draft, 

Kojis declined turning pro and instead played AAU ball for Iwo years during 
which he made three trips around the world and captained the U.S. team which won 
gold medals in the 1963 Pan American and World Games in Brazil. 

He signed and played with Baltimore during their inaugural NBA season in 1963-64, 
averaging 6.3 points, Following that season, Kojis was traded to Detriot. 

Kojis was selected by the new Chicago Bulls in the 1966 NBA expansion draft 
and spent the 1966-67 season there, averaging 10.2 points as a starting forward, his 
first as a pro. With the Rockets in 1967-68, he led the club in scoring with 1,360 
points and o 19.7 per game output while grabbing 710 rebounds. He was an All-Star 
selection that year. 

Last season, playing an average of 39 minutes a game, Kojis wos tenth in the 
NBA in scoring with a 22.5 averge, best in his six-year pro career, He was a starting 
forward on the West team for the annual All-Star Game, The Rockets team captain 
the past two years, Kojis has a 12.3 career scoring average over 431 games, 

In May of 1969, Kojis married the former Maureen McNeill of La Habra, Calif.

He is one of 
four remaining charter members of the Rockets, having been obtained from the 
Boston Celtics in the 1967 expansion draft, 

A native of Framingham, Massachussetts, Kimball was born Seplember 23, 1942. 
He attended Belmont Prep School and was a four-sport star there, playing football, 
baseball, hockey and basketball. 

At Conneticut, Kimball concentrated on basketball and in his senior year led the 
nation in rebounding, averaging 21.0 a game. The team captain in his final year, 
he won All-New England, All-Yankee Conference and AIl-ECAC. Following his gradua- 
tion in 1965, with a degree in business, Kimball married his college sweetheart, Helen. 

A third round draft choice of the Celtics in 1965, Kimball went to Milan, Italy, 
as a player-coach for Ignis Co. and remained there one season, He returned to the 
U.S. and signed with the Celtics, playing the 1966-67 season in Boston. Kimball played 
222 minutes over 38 games that year, 

With San Diego in 1967-68, Kimball started slow because of a knee injury but man- 
aged to grab 947 rebounds and average 11.0 points over 2,519 minutes playing time. 
Following that season, he underwent surgery on his knee again and averaged but 22 
minutes a game during the 1968-69 season. He averaged 7.8 points and grabbed 
669 rebounds. Kimball was used extensively in the playoffs, averaging 33 minutes 
and 9.8 points while totaling 74 rebounds over six games. 

During the post summer, Kimball was employed in the Rockets’ season ticket sales 
department and also helped conduct basketball clinics in the East.

Stu Lantz, who did not know what it was not to be a starter since his high school 
days at Uniontown High and after that at the University of Nebraska, made his point 
clear last season as an NBA rookie when he cracked the San Diego Rockets’ starting 
lineup with 26 games left. 

Finishing the season with a 7.8 overall average in 73 games, the 23-year-old 
backcourt star added 81 points in the six-game piayoffs against Atlanta for a 13.5 
playoff average. 

The sharpshooting guard led teammates in both shooting percentage departments 
last season, hitting at a 45.6% clip from the field and 77.2% from the line. 

The Rockets’ No. 3 draft choice last season, Lantz was ‘'very pleased to be drafted 
by a young club because it gives the younger player an opportunity to play." The 
Pennsylvania native likes to classify himself as an all-around player rather than just 
an offensive or defensive one. He adds that he will have to improve on defense. 

As a prep at Uniontown, Lantz starred on a team which compiled an 81-3 record 
‘over three years and captured the State title two of those years. He also was a high 
jumper (6-3). 

After scanning 60 offers from colleges, Lantz decided on Nebraska and was a 
starter there three years, making all-Big Eight two years and All-American mention his 
senior year. Lantz was the Cornhuskers’ MVP two seasons and was co-captain in his 
final year, He holds school records in career scoring (16.8 points) and single season 
scoring (19,2). 

Laniz was back af Nebraska last summer working on a degree in Elementary 
Education and will graduate in 1970. He met and married the former Linda Theobald 
while in college in 1967 and the couple have a son, Todd, and “another child due 
around the playoffs next year. 

“I'm bringing her mother out here because we'll be on the road for the playoffs 
and | won't have time to take care of her."' adds Stu.

Brought up among an athletic family (his Dad played and managed in the Philadel- 
phia Phillies baseball organization, brother Lee was a defensive back with the New 
York Giants and Titans and brother Lenny played basketball at Florida Southern), Pat 
was a starting quarterback three years at Linton High in Schenectady, N.Y., leading 
the team to a 30-1-1 record for that period. As a senior he threw 19 touchdown passes 
and gained prep All-American honors. 

Basketball proved to be the sport which he best liked. As a starting forward three 
years, he averaged 17, 25 and 30 points in that order. He was team MYP three years, 
team captain as a senior and All-American, 

After looking over 100 basketball offers and 15 football ones, Riley decided to 
attend Kentucky where he felt ‘Adolph Rupp could best prepare me to become a pro 
because he is a winner." 

At Kentucky, as a member of Rupp's Runts, Riley helped the Wildcats gain top 
honors in the college polls in 1966. They lost to Texas Western in the NCAA tourney 
finals. With the Wildcats, Riley was an All-American as a junior after compiling 
a 21.9 average. He wos MYP three years and captained the squad as a senior, 

The first college player to be drafted and signed by the Rockets, Riley passed up 
an opportunity to play professional football, having been drafted by the Dallas Cow- 
boys. 

As a rookie, in 1967-68, Riley averaged 16 minutes playing time, most of it coming 
during the last 20 games after Don Kojis and John Block wert sidelined with injuries. 
He averaged 7.9 points over the 80 games. Last season, Riley gained a starting spot as 
a guard and was beginning to realize his potential but a knee injury, November 19, 
at New York sidelined Pat for ten weeks.

A four-sport letterman at Melrose High as a prep, Smith won 14 letters and was 
an All-American in football and basketball and All-State in track, setting Tennessee 
schoolboy records in both the high jump and long jump. 


At Melrose, he proved his athletic prowess one day when he scored three touch- 
downs in football in the afternoon and that night tallied 54 points in a cage contest. 


He finished a brilliant three-year career at Tulsa with a 24.5 average as a senior 
and led the conference in scoring, The 6-5 forward led the Hurricanes to a 19-8 season 
mark and a berth in the National Invitation Tournament. He was named to the AP 
and Helms Foundation All-American teams and played in three post-season games. 


Smith's 729 career rebounds at Tulsa also rank him second on the all-time list. 


The 23-year-old athlete is married and has one child. He was an Education major 
while at Tulsa and hopes to enter the coaching ranks after his pro career,

A strong rebounding specialist, John Q. Trapp saw limited action in his rookie 
season with the Rockets. However, with a year of NBA experience under his belt 
and a new "“trim-line'' figure (Trapp lost 15 pounds over the summer) he is ready 
to attack his sophomore season in the NBA. 

Playing 142 minutes in 1968-69, Trapp managed to grab 49 rebounds and score 77 
points for a 3.2 average. 

Drafted No. 2 last season by the Rockets, Trapp was called "the key man" on a 
Nevada Southern team that swept the NCAA Pacific Coast Regional Championships 
at San Diego State in 1968. 

Grabbing 331 rebounds, an average of 11.4 per game, Trapp was the heart 
of the Rebel's board game in addition to being the team's second leading scorer 
with a 48 percent field goal mark and 21 point per game average. 

An All-State and All-American selection at Highland Park High School, Detroit, 
Michigan, Trapp moved to California three years ago to spark Pasadene City College 
to the 1967 state junior college championship and garner the most valuable player 
award in the tournament.

Art Williams, better known as ‘‘Hambone” to fans of Rocket basketball, begins his 
third season as a pro, all with the San Diego club. 

Williams showed up at rookie camp in 1967 as a free agent and quickly caught 
the eye of Coach Jack McMahon. Invited back to training camp in September, his 
performance as a playmaker won the then 28-year-old rookie a Rocket contract. 

In his first season, 1967-68, Williams averaged 8.1 points and led the club in 
assists with 391, ranking sixth in the NBA in that statistic despite playing half as much 
as the five players ranked ahead of him. 

Last season, Williams saw action in 79 games, totalling 1,987 minutes. He averaged 
7.1 points a game and again was the chief playmaker for the San Diegans, compiling 
524 assists. He repeated his No. 6 NBA ranking in that department and had a single 
game high of 22 assists against Phoenix, December 28, 1968, tops for the season 
in the league, The mark also set a club record as well as being a personal high. 

Williams holds every Rocket record in assists and also is tops in most games 
played as a Rocket (158 over two years). 

A home-grown product, Williams was born September 29, 1939, in Bonham, Texas 
but came to San Diego at an early age. Discovered in a gym class while at San 
Diego High School, Williams quickly became the outstanding area player as a prep. 
He spent two years at San Diego City College, gaining all-league honors both seasons 
and was league player of the year in his second season after averaging 31.3 points. 

At California Polytechnic College of Pomona, Williams played one season and 
averaged 16.1 points a game.
